It was in the blue-room of this man¬ 
sion that the celebrated and historic 
Council of the Governors of the Col¬ 
onies was held, which contributed so 
much to the growing discontent that 
later expressed Itself in the Revolution¬ 
ary war. 

General George Washington fre¬ 
quently visited here and It is said 
that hla commission as commander in 
chief of the Colonial army was 
handed to him In this house. i .
